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BLACK SELFISHNESS 


The government has started a nation-wide 


campaign to stamp out black markets. The 
great shame to this country is that such a 
campaign is necessary. 


There is absolutely no justification for 


black market dealings here. True, in war- 
time luxuries are scarce. Our large supplies 
must feed not only ourselves and our light- 
ing men, but often the armed forces and 
civilians of countries whose crops have been 
consumed by war ravages of which we can 
have little conception. 


Naturally the rest of us must titkTrsiibsti- 


tutes. There is still more than enough to 
choose from. The contents of any butcher 
shop, even without poultry or prime ribs, 
are beyond the imagination of the marketing 
housewife of any country in Europe. The 
American woman who turns whining from 
the counter to slip a dollar a pound to the 
furtive black market dealer with one scrag- 
gly chicken for sale is robbing her own 
pocket, not just once, but for a long time to 
come, for that is one way inflation starts. 


Her husband, who pays a dollar a pack 


for cigarettes, puts a premium on illegal sales 
which makes it impossible to buy them at 
a fair price. 


Both husband and wife, by their bad 


sportsmanship in the sharing of what arc not 
necessaries but luxuries are branding them- 
selves as selfish enemies of their relatives in 
the fighting forces. 


MYSTERIES IN MOVIES 


Why are not more mystery stories filmed? 


In book form they arc as a class so popular 
that the same appeal might be expected on 
the screen. While some have achieved suc- 
cess, the,number is unexpectedly small. 


The answer has just been given by Richard 


Mealand, writing in the Publishers' Weekly. 
He says that while fiction fans like to be 
fooled, movie addicts don't. In the "who- 
dunit" novel, the villain is apt to be the per- 
son least expected, some one who may have 
been very appealing until the mask was 
stripped from his face at last. In the movies 
the audience resents having people whom it 
likes revealed as villains. When that hap- 
pens, they go out, saying, "What a lousy 
picture!" 


The most popular mystery films have been 


those like Sherlock Holmes, Charlie Chan 
and the "Thin Man" scries, where the detec- 
tive has a winning personality of his own.

And this 
n«v autocrat ruled over his people ns an oriental 
ileipot, by his own whim and will. And curiously, 
the mass of the people not only cowered before him 
but came to admire him and to believe In the sys- 
tem of slavery.

Wherever this brutallzation of man appeared, 


the concept of human kindliness, of love of man 
for man, of respect for the riglils of the neighbor, 
of charity, disappeared. Freedom of. any form of 
expression—of the press, the radio, the motion pic- 
ture, the stjtse, even of music--was stamped out.

totalitarian slMe existed in most p;irts of Kurope, 
in Soviet Russia, in Nazi Germany, in Fascist Italy' 
in Greece, Spain. Portugal. Poland, Austria, and in 
every country the new system manifested itself 
Hitler's objective was

totalitarianism as the European system. He sought 
to unify Europe into ;i single totalitarian stale with 
himself ns the autocrat.

Their failure is due to their miscalculation of the 
capacity, power and wealth of the democratic re- 
public, the United States.

ity to produce. We, the United States, have un-

insisted that businesses deserving 
of short-term loans, based on their 
past record of earnings, can al- 
ways get such loans at the banks 
and do not need government aid. 
But. the bankers.have never been 
ivilling to look upon long-term 
credit as » substitute for invest- 
ment of a risk capital nature 
that should be made by the owners 
or promoters of an enterprise.
